1-y  the  v/ay  of  a  ''shov"  t.’ie  people  vho  had  to  enbork  were  gathered  in  an 
open  shod  used  for  nanganeto  oro,  and  ''•ore  desinf acted  by  a.  gTouo  of 
t-apar.ose  orderlies  dressod  in  \'l  ito  coats  and  with  mouth-masks,  t’lat  is  to  say 
packed  and  loaded  as  they  were  v'ith  their  luggage  they  had  to  v;elk  along  a 
pU-TiiJing  apparatus  and  were  beduatod  with  an  unlrnovn  liquid.  (This  is  only 
nentioned  as  a  contra,8t  of  this  comedy  on  the  one  side  and  tho  bad  conditions, 
hygienic  during  tho  pro-irese  of  this  voyage  on  tho  other  side. 

Pehf.viour  of  the  .'oards . 

Already  directly  after  arrival  at  Sourabaya  the  Korean  guards  stai'tod  to 
act  palpably.  During  cmbarkc.tion  the  ”big  luggage"  (field  sacks  etc.)  was 
ro'jghly  snatched  away  from  the  Ps/V,'  and  flung  on  a  stack;  the  men  themaolves 
were  driven  lato  tho  holds  with  push  s,  bootings  and  bad  lanyuege.

Material  care. 

AccOi'amodation.  Tho  acconuiodation  on  each  of  the  tjnrec  ships  was  absolutely 
inadequate.  In  tho  between  dfcks  v'ore  sleeping  places  of  wood  at  the  height  of 
one  me  tor,  on  v:hich  and  under  which  there  was  only  room  for  the  Fs/vr,  when 
all  sat  dovni  hunched  uu;  part  of  tho  people  stayed  and  sleut  on  tho  uncovered 
upper  dock  (in  between  tho  viachtp,  in  the  irtnchine-oil ,  and  np  and  under  tho 
freight  cars,  next  to  tho  pigsties  and  the  latrines)  and  all  this  often  during 
heavy  rainc  at  nifht);  ns  a  result  thereof  tho  situation  in  tho  hoi:  became 
bettor;  to  lay  dov'n  stretched  out,  liow‘>ver,  ’’’as  icnossiblo,  there  was  no 
passng-c,  the  light  vrs  inadequate  or  there  was  no  ii.ht  at  all.  Therefore 
it  was  impossible  for  many  (oapeeially  for  stomach-patient)  to  roach  tho 
latrine  on  the  upper  docks  in  time,  so  that  the  excrements  dropped  along 
the  ladders  in  tho  holds  and  the  r leeping  places  and  soiled  those  sleeping 
under  it;  respectively  infected  then.  Especially  the  first  ni-hts  many  slept 
standing  uxjright.  Protest  with  the  Japanese  nvards  resulted  in  the  advice  to 
sleep  in  turns.  The  abevenontioned  counted  fo"  the  s.s.  "Tasima  Maru"  ad  about 
70C0  tons  (on  '-hich  the  bct^*a.  n  dock  of  hold  II  and  the  midship's  bctwt,endeck 
were  available  for  irsO  noii,  but  150  to  200  me  n  stayed  on  deck  uncovered,  v;hich 
stay  was  still  made  more  difficult  vhen  between  Dilly  and  Koopang  3  loading  ;• 
prahoes  still  more  limited  tho  sloepingplaces  and  hindered  the  ventilation  in 
the  holds)  os  well  as  for  the  s.s.  "Tensio  Maru"  a.d  500C  to  dCOO  tons  (here  tho 


betv/een  deck  of  hold  I  and  in  tho  beginning  part  of  tho  centrecastlc  at  star¬ 
board  was  available  for  945  !nt;n) ;  Concerning  last  mentioned  ship  it  is  told

Hygienic  sup,)]  The  hygienic  supplies  on  the  ships  vrere  very 

inadequate.  The  latrine-snods  built  of  wood  and  alongside  the  gangway 
of  the  fore— part  of  the  ship  contained  at  the  most  S  squatting  nla.ces 
and  2  ur inarias,  which  were  often  closed  (during  unloading  f.i.)  or 
reserved  lor  the  Japanese;  The  decline  of  the  gutter  and  the  amount  of 
water  available  ware  insufficient;  the  waste-pipe  outside  the  deck  was 
too  shPrt  causing  th^  exoroments  to  bt  spread  oWr  the  deck  at  the 
smallest  gust  of  wjnd  even,  and  especially  over  the  only  place  where  t^e 
ood  had  to  be  distribu'ced  and  in  tho  neighbourhood  whereof  the  greater  part 
of  tno  Ps/W  had  to  eat.  The  la.ck  of  latrines  was  apparent  through  the 
fact  because  of  the  long  queues  v/hich  practically  night  and  day  wore  waitirig 
in  front  of  the  lavatories  many  were  forced  to  discharge  on  dock  which 
especially  at  night  caused  many  sources  of  infection.  The  abovementioned 
counts  for  all  three  ships  to  about  the  efime  extent.  Tho  "Tasima  Maru"  as 
well  as  the  'Tonsic  Maru"  lord  a  latrine,  shed  at  starboard  and  at  larboard 
With  ^  squatting  places  and  1  uxinary,  -'hich  larboard  shed  of  lastmontioned

On  tho  third  ship  only  2  of  the  3  squatting  places  in  the 
latrinc-shed  were  available  fo^  tho  lO/i  Ps/W  and  2-50  coolios,  whilst  there 
was  no  Tir inary.  Opportunity  to  bath/  and  wash  was  at  none  of  the  ships, 
the  little  water  which  the  Ps/W  sometimes  got  vas  as  a  rule  h/irdly  enough 
to  v/ash  up  tho  eating  pans.  The  washing  of  clothes  was  out  of  the  qviestion 
which  had  disastrucus  rcsiolt  for  many  stomach-patient  naturally.  To  get  rid 
of  rubbish  was  not  toJeen  c/ira  of  (and  to  tliro”  it  overboara  is"  forbidden 
in  tiffl'  s  of  war) . 


The  mrdicinr.s  esoecially  meant  and  packed  for  this 
voyage  wore  said  to  oo  put  awav  in  the  hold  at  an  unapproachable  place, 
ior  this  reason  tae  repeated  rocuesto  of  om*  doctors  to  give  somo 
medicines,  dressing  material  and  disinfectants  were  refused;  Ue  suouly 
tnoreof  could  onlv  come  from  the  very  limited  amount  which  our  doctors' 
and  orderlies  possessed.  Heedless  to  say  what  this  meant  during  tho 
extension  of  the  number  of  stomach-patients  (who  mainly  could  be  troated 
with  magnesium  siaphate  and  porridge  diet)  and  infected  wounds  (as  a  result 
rora  the  unloading  duties).  There  was  no  room  to  nurse,  to  treat  or  to 
isolate.  An  inroro^ised  uncovered  nursingroom  on  the  pooudock  of  the  s.s. 
Tasima  Maru  ,  as  well  as  a  shed  situa.ted  behind  the  kitchen  and  used  as 
isolation  shed  ,  Wi:ich  gavo  placo  for  3  patients  apuearod  to  bo  utterly 

Maru"  there  was  no  m^rsingroora  available; 
in  tno  last  da.y8  a  litt.LO  corner  on  the  upperdcck  was  needed  for  seriously

Food  aurrplics.  The  food  supply  on  all  ships  v/as  wholly  inalcqnat'  . 

The  food  minly  consisted  of  rni;.ll  amounts  of  rice  and  v/aloo,  ;om  tiues 
added  '"ith  a  little  meat  or  fish,  or  left-overs  from  the  Japrncse  kitc'icn. 
Uc;iAlly  the  m.-als  v'ero  limited  to  ,7  per  day.  On  the  s.3.  "Tc.naio  Ka^-u' 
the  food  was  cooked  with  sea\’at..r  -  in  order  to  economize  on  salt  -  and 
the  rice  that  was  always  served  as  a  porridge  vr.B  niyed  '  ith  undi';es table 
kcdelohbeans ;  this  last  fact  ndacd  to  the  quick  extension  of  the  number 
of  stomach  patients;  the  1C4  Fs/W  on  the  ship  with  unknovm  name  liiwc  boon 
privileged  above  the  others  to  a  certain  extent  because  thny’had  the  same 
food  as  the  85C  coolies  traveling  T'ith  tliem.  The  distribution  of  drirJe  v'ao 
limited  to  2  cups  "tea"  per  day  on  every  ship  and  thus  also  inadequate . 

PITIES. 

Sport  of  duty.  During  the  '^oyage  the  duties  existed  of  heavy  unloading 
at  Pilly,  Laooteng  and  Koepang,  at  a  ouick  rate  and  during  continuous 
cJiasing  up.  Moreover,  the  people  often  had  to  stand  in  the  w’atcr  more  than 
waist  high  during  hours  to  land  the  goods  (bombs,  benzine,  oil,  and  food) 
from  the  unloading  crafts.  That  this  added  to  the  quick  eytemion  of  the 
number  of  stomach-patients  is  self-explanatory. 

Physical  condition  of  the  vorkin^'  oartios.  Pot  mentioning  the  fret 
that  the  bad  accommodr.tion  and  food  during  the  ureviaus  da.y8  of  the  voyag'e 
in  general  already  deteriorated  the  condition  of  the  Ps/W  and  a  great 
n\imbcr  on  account  of  their  a<,e,  physical  condition  and  their  not  being  in 
training  was  totally  ’Ancfi'icient  for  trio  work,  it  has  to  bo  stated,  that  on 
p.s.  "Tasima  Maru"  also  had  to  go  on  duty  those  Ps/W  vrho  were  declancd  ill 
by  cur  doctors  and  they  v/cro  beaten  out  of  the  holds  by  th<--  guards. 

Therefore  it  is  not  very  amazing  that  f.i.  it  happened  on  the  "Tasima.  Ma.ru" 
that  out  of  the  SCO  on  duty  100  men  had  to  return  to  th_  shin  on  account  of 
stomach  troubles  and  exhaustion. 

Pm;!at.i.on  of  the  dety /Rusts,  The  nnlof  dinr  duties  lasted  about  from  8  o'  clock 
a.m,  to  3  p.m.  and  sometimes  (f.i.  at  Koepang)  until  far  after  midnight. 

The  rests  during;  the  duties  us-xally  was  very  short  ns  well  a.s  the  official 
roats  (for  meals);  at  Ko.pang  even  no  rest  wfi.s  given  during  the  last  day. 

The  food  was  distributed  by  the  ships.  The  drinking  suoply  was  short  and 
at  Koopan^,  often  inadequate.

In  the 
quality  of  safo-g-aarding  there  were  sloops,  enough  for  a  cargo  ship  crow 
in  normal  times.

Tile  bad  accoraaodatioii ,  the  verj'  bad  liygienic 
precautions,  the  fact  that  it  was  L’'cpcosible  to  do  proper  nursiiig,  the 
inadequate  food  and  the  her-vy  Uiiloading  duties  have  been  the  causes  that 
the  health  condition  grew  worse  ovory  day.  At  the  diseirbarlcntion  at 
^•4ioemere  f.i.  tns^e  were  already  126  dysentery  cases  amongst  the  Ps/W 
of  s.s »  "TasiiQw  "iir'j" ,  63  of  which  (incl.  25  verjO  serious.  It  was  the 
S‘''rae  on  the  other  ships,  only  the  amounts  were  srialler.

Accommodqticn^  In  the  "Ist  Wnlff-cai.ip"  there  was  no  accomnodation  at 
all,  except  a  kampong  house  and  a  store  room  that  were  taken  by  the  Korean 
guards  t..e  first  day  and  thereafter  used  as  a  dispensary  and  a  store. 

Hundreds  of  sick  as  well  as  doctors  and  nurses,  ]ay  in  the  open  air  on  the 
grouna  and  the  only  cover  was  a  number  of  hastily  made  improvised  covers  of 
mosquito  nets  (partially  covered  with  banana  leaves)  for  the  most  serious 
cases.  Th-  latter  were  transferred  in  2  cases  of  heavy  rain  to  an  open  goat

Supply  of  food.  As  far  as  tho  food  supplied  by  tho  Japanese  the 
quantity,  equality  and  change  was  inadequate  during  the  whole  stay  at  Plores, 
and  the  purchase  on  ov.u  initiative  (pai't  of  the  duty-monej’’  and  cfficors 
♦'’salaries)  throut;.h  a  central ined  bureau  lessened  tho  nunber  of  diseases 
and  dee,ths  (beri-beri,  oedema,  poilagra,  otc.)  The  Japanese  food  supply 
only  consisted  of  rice  (varying  from  350  to  500  gr  per  day),  vadoe  and  later 
on  kedelehbeans,  while  from  time  to  time  (in  tho  boginning)  small  quantities 
lard  sapi-  or  goats  meav  and  few  times  a  IJttio  fish,  fruit  and  green 
vegetables  were  distributod.  To  gather  green  vegetables  (wild  In'okot  i.e. 
sort  of  spinach)  in  tho  neighbom’hoou  of  the  camp,  only  a  fev/  convalescents 
were  available.

harbour-dut :lc s .  Imuod  lately  on  arrival  the  "i^lom-Cajiro"  ,  ITLOilES  the 
Ps/W  dead  tired  from  the  voyage,  had  to  unload  the  ships  for  3  or  4  days 
and  a  nunber  of  Ps/'V  wore  beaten  with  a  sticl:  at  tno  d’tty  roll-call,  "his 
harbour-duby-vfork  was  repeated  several  times,  v/hon  a  group  of  ships 
anchored  at  the*  Maoencre  roads/  hiirbour.  These  dutj.es  es  a  rule  lasted  a  few* 
days  with  a  workir4‘-t ime  of  8  houi-e  work  -  8  hours  rest  and  in  some  cases

work  without  a  stop  in  the  burnin^  sun,  stone-gravel  and  dust..  Tho  vorkiivr-  ' 
tine  incl,  rest  was  about  IG  hours  (7,15  a.m.  to  5  o'clock  pm.)’;  later  on 
when  there  v;trc  fatiyue-duties  the  '.-/or’i  stopped  earlier.  It  has  soocially 
to  be  m>'r.ticned  that  as  a  rulo  poople  who  v/ere  doclai-ed  unfit  by  oior 
doctors  had  to  Join  the  aerodromo-duties,  they  were  appointed  by  tho  guards 
(especially  by  tho  Korean  OY.AiAA  who  often  himself  kept"  the  roll-call  for  the 
sick).

Even  if  tin.y  -wished  to  spare  the  adjacent  Ps/W  codjp  during  a 
possible  bomoi.ifc,  it  would  be  vory  much  endangered.  The  saine  counts  for 
a  possible  ijiachine-gun  attack  on  the  adjacent  Japanese  barracks  and  those 
of  the  Korean  guards.  That  the  Japanese  also  saw  this  proves  the  fact 
that  a  Japanese  sergeant-iiia  jor  aQKI  expressed  himself  in  the  presence  of 
some  Ps///  as  above.  Protection  Q'.juinot  airplane  attacks  was  not  present 
in  the  first  months.  Later  open  (parallel  to  the  road  -and  the  shore)  not 
very  deep  tranches  were  constructed,  v/hilst  still  later  a  primitive 
camouflage  was  made  (leaves  upon  the  barracks);  not  considering  the 
question  -^^lothcr  those  precautions  ameliorated  the  safety  of  the  Ps/v/  or  not. 

Qirtni-  thn  fatieue  work.  Precautions  -were  neglected  on  the  very 
vulnerable  aerodrane  •■■.’ork;  in  case  of  an  Allied  attack  the  order  was  to  try 
to  seek  co'/cr  ns  Wo-11  as  possible  in  the  adjacent  shrebs.  Also  during  v.'ork 
on  the  airbase  itself  there  v/as  not  enough  care  taken  to  snfo-gYjard  as 
appears  from  the  fact  that  had  the  Ps/*'  put  dynaiaite  into  pits  despite 
the  protests  of  tJie  l..ador  because  no  precautions  vare  taken  and  Y-rtiilst 
the  Japanese  t.u;i.iSolvos  looked  on  from  a  considerable  distanco,  Also 
.'ith  the  liarbour  duties  the  risks  -were  still  greater  (the  Japanese  airplanes 
v/orc  continually  in  the  air  and  American  pianos  machinegunned  a  convoy 
entering  the  hc-rbour  Guid  July  19i;3)  every  precautions  wore  lacking.

(the  30-C  illod  1st  "Wulff-Caii)p) ;  on  June  lOtli  this  ccinp  v/as  transferred 
as  a  whole  to  a  barracks  cmap  (the  so-called  2nd  'ffulff-cai*®")  v/hich  in 
tne  meantime  a  .d  been  built  in  the  noiglibourhood  (about  300  m)  and  that 
was  liquidated  on  9th  3eptoubor  1943 »  whilst  the  remaiudar  of  the  sick  v/ore 
brought  to  the  sick  dap  .rtmmt  of  the  "Blom-cuiop" ,

In  the  "Ist  wulff-Caup"  there  vwas  no  accoiiflOuation

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at  P.11,  except  a  kampong  house  pjid  a  store  room  that  were  taken  by  the 
Korean  isuards  the  first  day  and  thereafter  used  as  a  dispensary  and  a 
store.  Hundreds  of  sick  as  well  as  doctors  and  nurses,  lay  in  the  open 
air  on  the  ground  and  the  only  cover  v/as  a  ntunber  of  hastily  made  im¬ 
provised  covers  of  mosquito  nets  (partially  covered  with  banana  leaves) 
for  the  most  serious  cases.  The  latter  were  transferred  in  2  cases  of 
heavy  rain  to  an  open  goat  stable;  in  one  of  these  cases  (29th  May  1943) 

2  men  died  in  t!ie  dark  whilst  they  lay  there  crowded,  without  bed— pans 
and  mpjcing  each  other  dirty.  This  appeared  when  daylip-ht  came.  The 
transfer  on  10th  of  July  1943  to  the  ”2nd  Wulff— cauQ)”  (which  lasted,  for 
lack  ol  stretchers,  from  10,36  a.m.  until  10.30  p.m.)  made  the  situation 
bettor . insofar  that  part  of  the  patients  could  be  lodged  in  2  barracks 
(accommodating  400  men  normally,  but  now  550  sick);  it  was  constructed  the 
same  way  as  the  "Blom-comp"  with  all  the  inconveniences  thereof  (there 
were  no  bunks  and  the  men  had  to  sleep  on  the  ground).  Appr.  200  men,  who 
had  no  room  in  these  barracks  were:  a.  sorious  patients  (who  could  only 
use  the  trench  latrines  and  on  that  account  were  brought  to  the  barracks)*; 
b,  most  of  the  convr.le8cent  patients; 

lodged  in  a  space  under  the  floor  of  the  doctor's  house.  The  kitchen 
accommodation  in  both  camps  was  very  poor;  in  the  1st  ceap  there  was  no 
accomodation  at  all  and  tnoy  had  to  make  the  best  of  an  inrorovised 
kitchen.

the  "Blom-cejnp"  (at  the  moat  once  a  woo!:) . Only  to  the  ceremony  of  bowing 
at  a  funeral  did  e  give  his  atoention  (uneeteemed  bein;,  too  Into,  so  that 
the  cremation  could  t.-dcc  place  in  the  cvenin.7).  The  only  purpose  for  his 
visits  to  tho  "31oni-Cf;jnp"  was  the  dentist  and  painting,  later  he  gave  his 
attention  to  tlie  strongth  of  the  barbod  wire  fence  of  tho  camp  and  after¬ 
words  mrdo  concentration  space  between  the  sheds  '5  sick  persons,  in  case 
of  i'laJm,  The  Hutch  Cam;o  commander  v'as  never  given  the  opporteuiity  to 
8pea!c  with  him.

Papanese  warrant  officers  wore  appointed  to  command.  We  cannot  judge  if 

the  attitude  of  the  warrant  officers  SidCiKOTA,  HASIID'.WA,  ISHI,  lIAKiUL'iEA  and 
the  ir.tei*pretor  ASUII/i  was  a  result  of  a  lack  of  help  fi’om  the  Japnneso 
comp  com.nai'der.  Their  effort  to  get  action  from  ASEITA  on  tie  illtroatment 
of  Captain  He  Thoars  givos  an.  indication  in  that  direction.  But  the  real 
fa.ct  is  that  the  warrant-officers  (with  exccpjtion  of  AOKI)  novor  inter¬ 
fered  with  the  daily  raa.tters  and  the  behaviour  of  the  Korean  guards,  so 
thjit  the  improprioty  of  the  Flores-casros  wa.s  partly  a  result  of  their 
attitude.  Sergeant-Major  AOKI  vras  the  man,  who  has  taken  active  part  in 
camp  affairs,  corrected  the  sit^mtion,  never  boater,  anyone,  stopped  the 
misdemeanour  of  the  Korea:;  g'lards,  hio  attitude  and  measures  were  huma.n, 
a  iTea.t  difference  with  the  attitude  of  the  otliers.

2.  He  beat  an  ill  orderly  (officially  because  he  did  not  come  at  once  to 
the  sheds  of  ill  people,  but  really  fsr  refusing  to  sell  a  watch  of  which 
he  had.  already  stopped  the  ccntrel  purchase)  and  Dr.  Vulff,  ns  the 
responsible  physician,  with  42  blows  v/ith  a  stem  of  a  coconut  leaf,  whereby  ' 
the  left  side  of  the  body  of  the  latter  was  bruised  from  shoulder  to  knee.

Despite  the  provision  of 
tr-ansport  the  dista-nce  "31om-Canrp"  -  Maoomere  had  to  be  done  on  foot  with 
Itiggage  (3  K.h.),  while  during  the  March  more  military  trucks  passed  them, 
in  v;hioh  the  men,  who  foil  out  even  '-'ere  not  allo’.-'ed.  Trom  1C  O'clock  in 
the  morning  till  5  P.M.  thds  group  must  wait  for  embiorkation  in  a  back 
garden  oi  an  Indonesians  house  in  the  village  of  Haoenere,  Most  of  the  sick 
people  (i.e.  sorious  beri-beri  patients)  must  climb  the  rope  ladder  '-’ith 
thoir  rucksack  at  the  embarkation  while  there  'f'as  a  companion  way.  The 
btu’ges  a].ongT,ido  the  ship  ’-rcre  s'lbject  to  heavy  swell,  so  that  it  was 
inr.joscible  for  many  of  them  to  get  to  the  rope-ladder  in  tinuv. 

Vovo.-:o  Mao 0 mere  -  So'ara.bava.  The  accommodation  was  insufficient  at  both 
sick  trans-ports.  On  the  1st  draft  the  available  space  between  decks  of 
hatch  1  (dirt;-  from  cement)  and  of  1-ir.tch  t’.'.'o  gave  insufficient  room  for 
lying;  stretched  out,  staying  on  deck  was  forbid' on  except  for  visiting  tho 
lavatory.  The  food  distribution  was  also  in  the  holds.  There  was  no  bath 
and  wash-plaao,  water  wns  only  allowed  for  washing  up.  Hanging  baskets 
outside  th'-*  ship  v/ere  used  as  latrine  for  one  person.  Although  it  was 
insui’i  icirnt  in  oj.iantity  and  quality  the  food  was  bettor  t]ien  on  the 
ou.twrrd  vo^'aga,  food  vfas  prepared  in  the  Japanese  kitchen.  Tiie  distrib’ition 
of  drinking  we.ter  was  limited.  The  light  was  very  bad.  In  tho  2na  sick 
draft  there  was  not  enough  room  for  isolation  of  infcctupus  -patients. 

There  v/as  lying  a  patient  with  open  t.b.c.  anc.  a.  patient  with  erysipelas 
between  the  other  patients . 

Arrival  in  Satavin.  After  a  voyage  of  5  days  in  the  hole,  ni-id  a  train 
jcur-.ioy  of  nd  ho’ars  (normal  1.2  hours)  in  overcrowded  -ith  class  vragons  the 
1st  sick  draft  was  loft  on  arrival  at  Adek-Oainp  Batavia  at  night  11  o'clock, 
for  hours  in  the  mud  and  the  rain,  in  an  open  field  and  must  uiidcrgo  a  search. 

After 
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.w'ter  this  at  3  o'  clock  in  the  night  they  vere  lay  asleep  in  an  empty 
shed  and  vere  chrsed  out  the  building  at  7.30  in  the  morning  to  line  up 
for  "mornins  roll-cell" . 

Deaths .  One  of  the  patients  of  the  let  sick  draft  died  during  the  train 
journey  Sourabaya-Bandoeng-Batavia  in  the  pneumonia  ward.  It  ••/as  possible 
to  bury  him  in  Banaoeng,  but  the  corpse  had  to  be  coTried  on  the  platform 
to  Batavia.

Syck. )  Ke  boat  them  with  a  heavy  wooden  clog  on 
the  face  and  head  helped  by  the  Korean  guard  MATSUl-iOTO.  Next  he  punished 
those  caught  smoking  too  early,  together  with  their  section  Commandant 
let  Lt.  Harders,  by  kneeling  about  twenty  minutes  with  the  knees  on  tho 
sharp  corner  of  the  steps  of  a  ladder.  Tho  same  ASUMA  illtreated  the  1st 
Lt.  de  Boer  twice  dui'ing  the  train  trip  Sourabaya-Batavia,  (severe  beating 
with  a  stone,  which  was  taken  from  the  sleeper  and  dragging  him  all  over 
one  of  the  stations)  owing-  to  pretended  "mistake"  in  the  aistributing  of 
tea  and  the  closing  of  the  windows.  During  tho  sane  journey  the  Korean 
TAKAl'IINI  illtroated  the  POW  van  Kourik,  because  he  asked  his  stolen  grease 
tin  bao’c.  In  the  4th  retiirn- transport  the  Korean  guard  MATSIAI-IA  kicked 
POW  Felix  ^r.  for  a.  minor  reason  and  hit  the  ensigns  do  Mey  and  Remmers 
ver:/  severely  in  the  face.
